WHEREAS, Gloria Howes earned the respect, love and
admiration of her colleagues; and

WHEREAS, Gloria Howes died tragically in December 2002 at
the age of 72 after falling at her home;

OF NEW MEXICO that Gloria Howes be remembered for her hard
work, contagious laugh and tremendous contributions to the
well-being of children and adults throughout New Mexico; and
